SACRAMENTO, Oct. 3—An amaz 
ing increase in the number of un- 
employed and indigent men com- 
ing into California within recent 
weeks through automobile registra- 
tion checking station maintained on 
main highways leading into the 
state was reported today by Theo- 
dore J. Roche, drector of the De- 
partment of Motor Vehicles. 

Up to August 31st there was an 
increase of 8,183 non-resident motor 
vehicle permits issued by these sta- 
tions over the same period in 1933. 

The heaviest influx was reported 
in the months of August and Sep- 
tember, the increase being approxi- 
mately 33 percent over August and 
September of last year. 

The checking station located at 
Yermo reported an increase of 350 


~ percent in temporary non-resident 


permits. 

These figures, Roche said, do not 
tell the extent of the story since 
non-resident permits are issued only 
when vehicle owners are unable to 
show proper identification as resi- 
dents of California. Many who 
formerly lived here are coming back 
to Cailfornaia and are able to show 
the necessary identification papers 
to the border checkers. 

In a report to Roche covering the 
situation, Registrar Russell Bevans, 
who has direct charge of the stat- 
jons said most of the men are with- 
out persona] effects except for suit- 
cases, hand bags or blanket rolls. 

“Most of them tell ouy clerks they 
have been informed there will be 
plnty of work for the unemployed 
shortly in California,” the Bevans 
report said, “Reports of this kind 
apparently have been given wide 
circulation throughout the middle- 
west and the south.” 

The men were reported to be ar- 
riving mostly in old trucks or cars. 
Most of them are coming through 
stations maintained at Yermo, 
Yuma, Blythe and Daggett in 
Southern California although a 
smaller number are trickling in 
through the northern stations. 

In one case, the Bevans report 
said, twenty adults from Louisiana 
arrived in one truck. The Yermo 
station had nineteen vehicles in a 
single day bearing indigent unem- 
ployed. 

“In interrogating these men our 
clerks are not able to find out where 
they intend to reside as a general 
rule.” the Bevans report said. While 
some of them claim to have lived 
here before or to have friends here, 
most of them say they are here be- 
cause they expect the State of 
California to give them a job. 

“We register them as non-resi- 
dents by placing a non-resident 
sticker cn the lower right hand cor- 
ner of the windsheld as provided by 
law. This invariably meets with 
protest.”

Department in observing it as such. 

The national loss during the last 
year through fire has been practi- 
cally half a, billion dollars, a large 
portion of which was avoidable if 
necessary precautions had been ob- 
served. 

According to information received 
from Fire Chief Thomas Cuff of 
the Menlo Park Fire District, the 
loss due to fire during the last two 
years has been greatly reduced 
through the people co-operating 
with the department at all times. 
The Chief says that there is still 
room for much improvement. Still 
there are many who are careless, 
especially about starting fires and 
burning rubbish without a permit 
from the department first, which 
puts the department in a position 
to watch fires and prevent loss or 
damage. 

Chief Cuff points out that there 
is a city ordinance which prohibits 
burning and the dumping of rubbish 
and that persons breaking these 
laws are subject to arrest. 

Many Causes Of Fires 

Cigarettes and ash trays on the 
arms of furniture are the cause of 
many fires. Lf all would be sure 
that cigarettes and cigars were out 
before discarding them a large 
number of disasterous fires would 
be avoided. 

Electric wiring should be inspect- 
ed and the proper fuses used to 
prevent. overloading and the con- 
sequent burning off of insulation 
wwhich leads to fire. Flues and 
chimneys should also be inspected 
and cleaned out where necessary. 

The use of gasoline for cleaning 
purposes is also very dangerous and 
is the cause of many serious fires 
to say nothing of bad burns. 

It is pointed out that it is against 
the law to have five gallons of 
gasoline on the premises, 4s it is 
a great fire hazard, Chief Cuff says 
the sterage of gasoline in quantitie 
is also poor economy owing to leak- 
age and evaporation. 

At this time of year it is well to 
clean out basements and attics, 
| placing all rubbish, paint rags and 
other waste materials in @ metal 
contained to be hauled away, or 
get a burning permit and burn it 

It is good business to co-operate 
with the fire department in this 
matter of preventing fires, not only 
next week but througout the year. 
By doing so taxes, insurance pre- 
miums and danges will be reduced. 

A good thing to remember is that 
every time an alarm of fire is turn- 
ed in some one’s life is placed in 
danger. Every time the fire fighting 
apparatug leaves the fire house 
some fireman may be killed or in- 
jured permanently, and some in- 
nocent pedestrian may be killed or 
injured.

Consumers of electricity in 
northern and central California 
communities served by the Paci- 
fic Gas and Electric Company en- 
joy an average ratio that is less 
than the national average of 
either municipaily owned or priv- 
ately owned utilities. 

The fact is established by com- 
parative figures released today 
by Paul M. Downing, general 
manager of the P. G. and E. The 
computation is based upon data 
issued by the U. S. Census of 
Hlectric Utility Industries. 

The average rate paid by Paci- 
fic Gas and Electric consumers 
for all classes of service is 2.2 
cents per kilowatt hour which is 
nearly one-third less than the 3.1 
cents average established by the 
1802 municipally owned utilities 
covered by the federal census re- 
port and slightly less than the 
national average of 2.7 kilowatt 
hour reported by 1627 privately 
owned systems. 

In all but one of the five prin- 
cipal classes of electric service, 
the California cusomers of the 
P. G. and E. have a decided ad- 
vantage in average rates, the 
compilation shows. The com- 
pany’s average rate for farm ser- 
vice, for example, is 1.5 cents per 
kilowatt hour while the national 
average farm rate of the pri- 
vately owned companies is only 
2.8 cents. 

Domestic rates in P. G. and E. 
territory average 4.4 cents per 
kilowatt hour as compared to 4.7 
cents reported by the municipal- 
ly owned systems and 5.6 cents 
by the private utilities for the 
entire United States. The only 
classification in which the aver- 
age rate of the P. G. and WH. is 
shown to be slightly higher than | 
the national average of municipal 
plants is that for street lighting. 
This is accounted for by the fact 
that city owned plants usually do 
not include in their rates, charges | 
for depreciation and interest on | 
street facilities which | 
the private must in- |

These computations were made, 
General Manager Downing re- 
ports, without consideration of | 
the fact that the privately owned 
electire utilities of the United 
States pay an annual tax bill of | 
approximately $250,000,000 or 
about 12 per cent of total gross 
revenues. He says: 

“High authorities have agreed 
that the apparently lower domes- 
tic rates of some individual mun- 
icipal plants are an illusion so 
far as the entire communities 
served are concerned. The erron- 
eous assumption is made that mu- 
nicipal plants and private plants 
operate under like conditions. 
Privately owned plants pay taxes 
Those publicly owned do not.”

Exercising Charity 


VERSE from a cherished old 
+ scrapbook runs: 


“If God were all-in-all to me, 
J’d think good thoughts the 
while; 
And inwardly I’d joyous be, 
And outwardly I’d smile! 
Wo thought of sorrow could there 
be, 
Nor aught but what is true,— 
If God were all-in-all to me,— 
If good were all I knew.” 


There are many earnest Chris- 
tians who are not getting from 
their devotion to God a full sense 
of joy, health, and peace, such as 
the above verse indicates as con- 
ditionally possible. At such times 
there should be fearless, honest 
ehecking of our motives, aims, am- 
bitions, in relation to our under- 
standing of what God means to us. 
Jn this mental inventory, we may 
be forced to recognize and cast out 
some narrow theological views, 
doubts, educated beliefs, supersti- 
4ions, in order to gain a clear real- 
ization of God as ever near, ever 
loving, ever watchful of the wel- 
fare of His children, bestowing 
onty good. Paul, perceiving that 
some individual effort must be 
made, said in his letters to Tim- 
othy, “Flee also youthful lusts: 
but follow righteousness, faith, 
charity, peace;’’ and again: ‘Re- 
fuse profane and old wives’ fables, 
and exercise thyself rather unto 
godliness. For bodily exercise 
profiteth little: but godliness is 
profitable unto all things.” 

The godliness which is “profit- 
able unto all things’’ is based on 
Love. In summing up ‘the quali- 
ties to be added one to another in 
the Christian’s life, Peter mentions 
Giligence, faith, virtue, knowledge, 
temperance, patience, godliness, 
protherly kindness, charity. Our 
‘ove for God and our exercise of 
brotherly kindness are more close- 
ly related than is commonly ad- 
mitted. It may be that someone 
feels that love is not essential in 
his daily affairs, To another, char- 
ity may seem a sign of weakness; 
and he may fear that, while he is 
manifesting love, one expressing a 
sterner quality will deprive him of 
hig rights. Stiil another may say 
that he possesses a great deal of 
love in his heart, but it is so diffi- 
eult for him to express love that 
others are seldom aware of his in- 
most feelings. 

Mary Baker Eddy asks this 
question (Miscellaneous Writings, 
p. 130): ‘Know ye not that he 
who exercises the largest charity, 
and waits on God, renews his 
strength, and is exalted?” And in 
the Christian Sctence textbook, 
“Seience and Health with Key to 
the Scriptures,’’ she writes (p. 
57): “Human affection is not 


poured forth vainly, even though 
Love enriches 
whe nature, enlarging, purifying, 
and elevating it.” ... 

A statement in Proverbs reads, 

‘‘A friend loveth at all times.” It 
ig in daily contact with out fellow 
mon that we discover constant 
favorable occasion to exercise 
charity-—to train ourselves by 
practice to love wholeheartedly; 
for we are redeemed by the true 
Jove sustained and diffused within 
our own hearts. Where the right 
motive exists and the majority of 
one’s acts are honestly sincere, 
iove avoids referring to past mis- 
takes. Love enables us to resist 
hate and fear with good-humored 
courage. Love maintains its own 
position of integrity cheerfully, 
without censure. Love is never in 
a hurry, never too busy to give 
a friendly word or smile. Love is 
nnselfish, considerate, having no 
time to waste in self-pity. Even if 
our situation seems cramped, our 
mental horizon is as wide as we 
make it, and there is always con- 
structive thinking to keep us ac- 
tive and useful. One who loves 
truly never returns evil for evil, or 
feels depressed by another’s self- 
assertion. Armed with the poise 
of love, our intercourse with co- 
workers, associates, relatives will 
be wholesome and remunera- 
tive...» 
Bven from a human standpoint, 
love reveals many worthy traits 
and characteristics in our neigh- 
bors, for love looks through its 
own lens. How much greater prog- 
ress is made, then, when we see 
givine Love’s creation, manifest- 
ing, expressing, divine Love! This 
spiritual view rises above matter, 
material laws, human frailties, 
beholding man’s normal, rightful 
heritage of health, purity, author- 
ity. 

We may measure our love for 
God by our love for one another.

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Overcoming Discouragement 


ACK of courage! How many 
I worthy enterprises have failed 


of achievement because men 


nave listened to this subtle argu- | 


ment! What a destructive influ- 
ence it seeks to exert over the 
affairs of mankind; yet it is really 
nonexistent—a negative condition. 
Can there possibly be insufficient 
courage for him who refuses to 
give up his right to this ever avail- 
able, unlimited spiritual gift of 
courage? During times of finan- 
cial stress it is often necessary to 
draw deeply upon it, if one would 
prove invalid the mortal claims of 
lack that appear on every hand. 

A lesson in courage was gained 
by observing a young vine that 
had been carelessly planted in a 
rockery against a brick wall. It 
had very little earth around its 
roots, and because of overhanging 
eaves, was deprived of rainfall. 
Yet, in spite of this, it had estab- 
Mshed itself. At first, progress 
aboveground was very much re- 
tarded, but at length a single stalk 
had climbed about two feet up the 
wall, when it was pulled down and 
broken off by a little child. One 
who had been observing the vine’s 
persistence felt quite regretful to 
see its growth apparently thwart- 
ed, but a further lesson was 
learned when, within a short time, 
there grew from the broken end 
two branches where only one had 
been before. 

For this little vine the business 
of turning out stems and leaves 
had to be taken care of. Instead 
of withering in the dry and stony 
ground, it thrust long roots down 
below the stones in search of mois- 
ture. From these deep roots the 
plant was well sustained, even 
through hot, dry summers. So the 
apparently unfavorable environ- 
ment proved unable to prevent 
sturdy growth. 

Those who are endeavoring to 
establish a business enterprise 
during a financial depression 
might well take a lesson from the 
vine. In such seemingly arid times, 
when business does not flow read- 
ily to the young concern, much 
courageous persistence is needed 
to continue spreading its roots 
beyond the disappointingly dry 
territory; thus the courege born 
of faith in God’s sustaining laws 
will inevitably lead to profitable 
contacts. Strong, consistent, up- 
ward growth proves that this rad- 
ical stand for progress yields good 
regults. The withstanding of ad- 
versities may bring the experience 
which aids one in grounding his 


business so firmly on the knowl- 
edge of the truth that drought or 
storms are powerless to harm it. 
Pride in merely making ‘ta good 
showing” must give place to the 
greater wisdom of first establish- 
ing a sound basis, for the overhead 
should not be more than the flow 
of business can sustain at all 
times. Even if a first achievement 
seems to come to grief, progressive 
expansion cannot long be checked 
if the foundation is well laid. 

In “Science and Health 
Key to the Scriptures” Mary 
Baker Eddy has written (p. 199): 
“The devo.ion of thought to an 
honest achievement makes the 
achievement possible. [Exceptions 
only confirm this rule, proving 
that failure is occasioned by a too 
feeble faith.’’ Any business, to he 
truly successful, must be built on 
an ideal of honest and loving ser- 
vice to mankind, and not earried 
on for personal exaltation ov sel 
fish ambition. Thus established, 
it is indeed

‘Wool Grower Show 
Nore Interest In 


Wool growers of California are 
showing greater interest 
year in their local cooperative 


activities, a report to the Cooper- 


indicates. Receipts of the Associ- 
ation for 1934 have nearly 
doubled those of 1933. A great 
many of the larger clips are being 
sold through the organization—. 
clips that range in size from 
60,000 to 110,000 pounds. New 
members are coming in.from sec- 
tions where the association has 
not operated heretofore. Returns 
from the 1933 clip have been very 
satisfactory to the membership, 
it is said, many growers neting 
better than 30 cents a pound. All 
wool received by the association 
is marketed through the National 
Wool Marketing Corporation, of 
which it is a stockholder member. 

Each shipper to the California 
asociation has the option of hav- 
ing his wool marketed under the 
unit marketing plan or as indiv- 
idual non-pool consignments. Un- 
der the unit plan, which is prob- 
ably the most popular method of 
marketing, the local cooperative 
makes an adequate advance to its 
grower members at the time the 
wool is delivered in the country. 
As soon as possible after the 
wool arrives at the National's 
warehouse, it is given a thorough 
examination by experienced wool 
men. Everything that influences 
valuation is taken into consider- 
ation—growth, length, and 
strength of fiber, shrinkage, and 
grades—and a report is made to 
each grower. When the total ton- 


determined on a basis that gives 
each different grade and type of 
woo] its relative value as compared 
with every clip in the pool. The 
value thus determined is placed 
to the credit of each individual 
shipper.

Creamed Stringless Beans: Meit 
two tablespoons butter, add two 
tablespoons flour and stir smooth. 
Combine the liquor from a 10%- 
ounce can of stringless beans with 
the contents of a 6-ounce can of 
evaporated milk and add siowly, 
cooking until smooth and creamy. 
Season to taste with salt and nep- 
per, add the beans and heat 
thoroughly. Serves four cr five.
